THE JUDGES DIFFER. 


Tho Conrf Hold* That Puerto Woe 
Wa* Lilted 
.State* 
Territory 
Hetero Paris Treaty—Simi­ 
lar Decision* Made. 
J 


W ashington, May *7.—Justice Browr 
of ‘ho H alted States supreme couri 
today announced the decision of thai 
court in the insular cases. 
The ruair 
opinion handed down was in the D eism s 
case. 
Justice Brown first announced 
the court’s decision oil the point of ju 
risdictiou, holding the court had juris 
diction. 
The decision in the DcLima case wai 
against the government. 
The D -Lim a case involved the collec 
(ion of duties of sugar imported fron. 
Puerto RU U Cif tor the ratification of the 
treaty of Paris and befire the passagt 
of the Puerto Rico act. 
Justice Brown said w hether sngai 
im ported from u t into Puerto Rico wa* 
dutiable, d t p i w upon whether Pucrti 
Hico is a fo reitj^o u n try . 
He held the r.Jk t to acquire territory 
involves the right to govern and con 
t.o l it by congress, but he said the conn 
trv conia not be both foreign and domes 
tic. 
The opinion vsas opposed to tin 
cont m tioa of the g* ^an n u en t. 
He san 
that at the tim e the duties wore collect­ 
ed Puerto Rico was not a foreign couu 
try, but a territory of the U nited States. 
Justice M cKenna delivered a dissent­ 
ing opinion in the insular cases. 
Hi 
was joined iii his opinion by Justicei 
Bhiras aud W hite. 
Justice Brown concluded as follows: 
“ We are, therefore, of the opinion 
th at the duties were illegally enacted 
aud that the plaintiffs are entitled fcc 
recover them back. 
The judgem ent ol 
the circuit court for the southern dis­ 
tricts of New York is therefore reversed 
and the case remanded to Miat court for 
further proceedings iii consonance w ith 
this opinion,*’ 
Justice McKenna w ent into a detailed 
examination of the cases cited in the 
m ajority opinions. He m aintained they 
do not show a clear current of decision 
but disclosed much divergence of view. 
He referred also to the fact precedent! 
not in consonance w ith the majority 
view were now dismissed as dictum 
and not a binding opinion. 
He spokt 
of the dangers attending dism issal ol 
judicial opinion as “dictum ” aud of the 
greatest danger when such course may 
interfere or had interfered w ith action 
Of t he nation. 
Constancy and certainty of judicia 
opinion was of tho importance, the ju s­ 
tice declared, and they should not be 
like “ exhalations 
of marsh, shining 
m istily.” 
Justice M cKenna’s examina­ 
tion of many precedents was exhaustive 
aud almost an hour was given to show 
ing to w hat extent the circumstances ol 
each case bore on the present condition 
in Porto Rico. 
Justice Gray also dissented from ma 
jority opinion in De Lim a case. 
Similar action was taken by the court 
In cases involving the same principle in 
regard to the im portations of tobacco 
from Puerto Rico aud im portations oi 
liquors into Hawaii.

Philadelphia, May 27.— W hen the 
Presbyterian general assembly m et this 
morning thoro appearod to be a dis­ 
position on the part of the commission­ 
er* to bring the debate on the revision 
to an end and as soon a s possible.

a s s e m b l y is concerned. 
There is still

“ We recommend th at this committee 
be instructed to prepare and subm it to 
the next general assembly a brief state­ 
ment of reformed faith expressed as far 
as possible in uutochnieal terms.

tion and a better understanding of our 
doctrinal beliefs and uot w ith a view to
